HL Sauiour , which hee led in his conuerſation, putting 

Al them in mind in the reading thereof, of all their affecti- 

ons and paſſions whereof their ſoule is inclined; 

| — — Moreouer, the Plalmes informe and teach euery man 
with divers inſtructions, whereby he may not only eſpie the affections & ſtate of his Souie, 
and to winne a good patterne and diſcipline, how hee may pleaſe God; but alſo with what 
forme of words he may amend himſelſe, and how to giue God due thankes, leaſt if he ſhould 
ſpeake otherwiſe then were conuenient, ſhould fall into impiety, by his vnreuerent eſtima- 
tion of God, for wee mult all make an account to the Iudge, as well of our euill deedes, as of 
our idle words.
